There never waa a man that could 
trample upon human rights and be su- 
perior to the mto upon wltom he tramp- 
led.

Our account of the Democialit mass 


meeting of yesterday closed in our issue 
with the opening of Capt. Tow nseud's 
speech at the Court House. What was 
done up to that hour is stated in detail 
in yesterday's paper and need not le 
repeated here. 


The speech of the Captain was devo 


ted to the consideration of the currency 
question, in which he claimed to be 
thorougly versed, having made it a 
study for years. The speaker reviewed 
the history of our currency for the last 
fifty years, speaking of the different 
systems which had been adopted from 
time to time, and claiming to point out 
their defects; but as to suggesting any 
plan thai anybody could understand 
which would improve- the finances of 
the country, the speech was a complete 
failure. While professing to discuss the 
finance question, he took occasion to 
step aside often to throw mud at Hon. 

G. Cannon, who knows more about 
finances in a minute than the contracted 
mind of the speaker could take in ' rom 
the study of a life time.
